All 
other problems were of lesser im-| 
portance. Through the treaty of} 
Locarno the bringing of these two. 
mations into closer comradeship had 
been attained. 

“We have always been anxious. 
that Germany should resume her | 
place in the family of Europe, and} 
that has been achieved. Not that 
we did that at the expense of the) 
allies with whom we stood side by 
side during those long war years,’’! 
he said. “Our policy in Europe has’ 
been clear, keen, and consistent.” 

Britain had very old and highly 
valued associations with Japan, he 
said, dealing with the policy in the 
east. He had always found his con- 
fidence in the government of Japan 
strengthened by all its conduct. 

In broadening the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance at Washington to include 
the United States, the Pacific ocean 
had been placed in a_ position of 
security that did not belie its name.
